Duda Offers $2 Ac. 
Ist Yr. State Land 


The State Cabinet Tuesday took 
under advisement an- application 
for a 25-year lease of 5,765 acres 
of land eight miles southeast of 
Belle Glade. 

The proposition, made for A. 
Duda and Sons Inc., by attorney 
Robert E. Mathews, Jr, was sub- 
mitted to the State Cabinet Board 
of Education and Trustees of the 
Internal Improvenient Fund. Total 
rent for the 25 years would be 
$1,671,918. 

The firm proposed an option for 
a 10-year extension after the 25 
years аё а rent of 4.4 per cent.of. 
comparable raw land. 

The.offer made by the company. 
calls for annual! rental of $2 an 
acre the first two years, $4 an 
| acre the third and fourth: years, 
$6 an асге {һе fifth and sixth year, 
$8 an acre the seventh and eighth 
years, and $12.50 an acre the ninth 
and 10th years. The final 15 years 
the rent per ace would be $15.

In a survey made this week by 
the publisher of The ‘Everglades 
News it was found that 91 per- 
cent of the people interviewed were 
in favor of doing something about 
the inadequacy of facilities at 
Everglades Memorial Hospital in 
Pahokee. This small hospital. has 
served the Pahokee-Canal Point 
communities for many years and 
everything owned and operated by 
the hospital should be updated, re- 
placed or eompletely ‘overhauled, 
according to one doctor who has a 
warm, spot in his heart for the hos- 
pital and the people it: serves. 

Interested citizens in the area 
affected have shown ‘unusual in- 
terest in a move to float a bond 
issue-in the amount of $800,000 
with ‘the hope of securing another, 
$400,000 in federal matching funds 
with which to build a modern fa- 
cility adjacent to the present hos- 
pital.
